‘Shotgun' Move

Proposed annexation of the vast Rolling Hills area to
Torrance—seeming to flare into new life—was snuffed out
Tuesday by action of the City Council,

On motion of City Councilman Victor E. Benstead, the
final quietus was put on the proposal by a vote to drop

annexation proceedings.

Mayor Albert Isen stated that
the problems attending the sug-
gested attempt to force annexa-
tion “seem insurmountable.”
He summed up the reasoning
that led to the crystallizing of
opinion.
